BLOWING ITSELF OUT 

It was stated last night that 
the great gale appeared to be 
blowing itself ont. The wind 
was still strong at many points 
along the coast, but the sun had 
come out and the weather pro- 
phets were forecasting — rapid 
Improvement, 

Yesterduy, the Calais-Dover 
leave ships were still unable to 
operate, for the sixth successive 
day, the giant “Queen Mary” 
ix still unable to proceed into 
Southampton, and another big 
complement of R.A.F, men, 
homeward bound for demobili- 
sation, are held wp, like the 
“Empress of Australia” out- 
side Liverpool in the Blue Fun- 
nel liner “Antenor.” 

CHANNEL TEMPEST 

Two Naval vessels, the sloop 
;Saltburn and the Admiralty — tug 
Swarthy, both foundered at Spit- 


‘| head, between Portsmouth and the 


Isle of Wight. 

~The Selsey and Bembridge Hfe- 
boats went out and it is thought 
that there was no loss of life. 

A menace to shipping in the 
Bristol Channel is a 260-ton lock 
gate, which broke adrift while be- 
hug towed to Barry. The gate 
holed and sank a tug. 

Brighton was shaken by a mine 
which exploded at Shoreham—six 
tiles uway.-and windows — in 
Folkestone were shattered by an- 
other mine, which exploded near 
Victoria Pier, 

All through the night, Police 
and Naval personnel patrolled 
Brighton's cliffs and  promenudes 
in an effort to spot drifting mines. 
They were hampered by darkness 
and torrential rain. 

In London, the wind remained 
at gale force throughout the night, 
but when down broke it had 
moderated. 

A gust of 85 milea an hour was 
recorded at Pembroke.—Reouter.

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EUROPE’S PLIGHT 


It is obvious from the grim 
picture of hunger and privation 
in Europe outlined by Mr. 
Bevin in the House of Com- 
mona debate that the situation 
has been allowed to get out of 
control. On whom the ultimate 
responsibility rests acurcely 
matters now. It has been 
known from the beginning that 
a distracted, dislocated contin- 
ent presented a problem capa- 
ble of wrecking the best-laid 
plans of diplomats and politi- 
cians, under the best of condi- 
tions. ‘Phe disturbance in the 
relations of the Big Three has 
precipitated catastrophe. As 
Sir Arthur Salter stressed, the 
calamity was not) foredoomed. 
If, he went oon, it) was now 
thought that millfons during 
this winter will freeze and 
starve, It will not be the inevil- 
able consequence of — material 
destruction and world shortages 
of necessities, Undamaged 
coal mines still exist adequate 
for all purposes. ‘The resources 
of war could have been applied 
as eMeivntly as they were ap- 
plied to the gaining of the vie- 
tory. But nations in’ iselation 
ean do ono mere to combat 
famine than they can) ta win 
ward or arrest economic 
depression, The need was 
for some supreme economic aie 
therity, culling across all zones, 
harnessing the remaining  re- 
sources of Kurope, together 
with supplies from overseas, to 
the service of Europe's desper- 
ate need. Only the concerted 
action which smashed Hitlerian 
aggression could cqually defeat 
ity economic aftermath and the 
slate of complete anarchy left 
behind by the Nazi collapse. 
There has, however, been 10 
central direction, and even 
UNRRA has not been permitted 
to function with complete free- 
dom of access to every part of 
stricken Europe. On top of the 
difficulties of the political situa- 
tlon have, of course, been im- 
posed the national furies which 
have produced the appalling con- 
sequences of mass migrations 
of dazed people moving in all 
directions, none of them know- 
ing where they are going. Un- 
less this folly is halted, the per- 
petrators and their victims will 
go down together in unparallel- 
fed disaster. Already, as Mr. 
Bevin pointed out, it is almost 
beyond human act to intervene 
successfully quickly.

An Empire which has survived, 
Btondily changing, for close on 
three hundred years, four times 
saving Europe, and twice «tho 
world also, from n tyrant, must 
clearly possess somo peculiar 
quality of its own. What special 
qualities have preserved the BSri- 
tish Empire? In a sense the very 
apontancity of its growth mnkes 
its salient virtues dificult to dis- 
engage. Nevertheless we should 

o far towards oxplaining tho 

ritish Empire by merely observ- 
ing that the natfon which possuss- 
ed paramount sena-power in tho 
age when the world Iny open to 
the oxplorer and the  colonist 
chance to possess also na dcop 
rooted faith in self-government 
and o rare talent for politics and 
administration. We should go 
far, but we should not go far 
enough. And if a entaloguc wore 
to be attempted of the spocial 
qualities which have made for tha 
survival of the British Empire 
porhaps the first to bo reckoned 
should be that to which I have 
already referred, its spontancity. 

Tho Britlh Empire grew; it 
wos never, like later Empire, 
manufactured. It was the crea- 
tion of adventurous individuals— 
or merchant adventurers (there i8 
no fitter word for them than thoir 
own description of themselves) of 
explurers and missionaries, who 
pursued their own enterprises 
overseas, While for the most part 
Ministers at home shrugged their 
shoulders in bland indifference, or 
cheld up their hands in impotent 
alarm. Indeed in some ways no 
figure is mere representative of 
imperial history, particularly dur- 
ing the first three quarters of 
the nineteenth century, than the 
harassed Secretary of State vainly 
secking 8 pualusible exeuse for 
declining to add to British pusses- 
BSluns uverseus. 

Next should be reeognised that 
persmtent instinet fur moderation, 
whieh may be called the imperias 
counterpart of the characteristic 
British oreluclance in domestic 
poliues to push any principle to 
its logical conclusion. More than 
once Uritain could have acquired 
vast additonal territuries, but 
recoiled from the prespeet of 
werld supremacy. In 1815, in 
parucular, at tne Congress of 
Naenna she displayed a nupie seli 
restraml. She nmught have held 
the world to ransom, Her nuvy 
was unchallengeable, her hands 
were full of the istands, colonies 
and ports of call which had fallen 
tu her as prizes of war.  aiad sne 
heen as greedy or as vainglorious 
us the empires of the past, she 
would have added vast new terri- 
tories to her possessions—and in. 
due time would have gone the 
way of the empires of the past. 
But Castleredgh and Wellington 
sluod firm for ‘security, not 
revenge.” And in the upshot they 
restored to France, Spain and 
Holland nearly all their lost pos- 
sessions, France was net even 
excluded from the long disputed 
Newfoundland fisheries; to have 
excluded her, Castleredgh explain-

Those memorics, sinking deep Into 
the world’s consciousness, would 
do more than armaments to safc- 
gunrd the Empire in the years to 
come. 

Another outstanding achieve- 
ment which has cnabled the Bri- 
tish Empire to survive has surely 
been the development within it 
of the doctrine of Trusteeship.

LORD ELTON 
In its narrower and most familtar 
sense imperial Trusteeship is the 
acceptance by the ruling power of 
the principle that the interests of 
bagkward peoples are paramount; 
or, as the famous British poli- 
tician, Burke, put it, ‘‘all political 
power which is set over men... 
ought to be some.. way or other 
exercised for their benefit.” This 
doctrine first emerged unequivo- 
cally in the campaign of ilber- 
foree and his followers for the 
abolition of slavery, in which 
Britain led the world. 

Livingstone, the missionary ex- 
plorer who deliberately martyred 
himself in the cause of the African 
negro, is but one specially illus- 
trious example of thousands of 
less famous men whose lives have 
enshrined the principle of trustec- 
ship. ‘The principle hns repeated- 
ly and expliitly been accepted by 
British Governments in recent 
years, and to-day is to be seen 
expressed in the practice of “in- 
direct rule” by which imperial 
authority ia exercised through the

native ruler, sometimes known to 
change in one genoration from a 
head-hunter to an .onthusiast for 
hospitals and schools, and who in 
this way is trnined to assume ever 
greater responsibility. In 1939 
many a native stato in Africa or 
tho For East might havo cchoed 
tho simple tribute of Sforra Leone, 
which sont its voluntary contri- 
bution to the Empiro’s war ox- 
chequer “in grateful recognition 
of the grent benefits . . . recaived 
during the last 163° ycara under 
the British flog.” 

But there is a wider 
which the Empiro is founded 
upon trusteeship. In Canada, 
Australia, New Zealand and South 
Africa it has reared four great 
peoples from infancy to the relf- 
foverning maturity of full nation- 

ood. In South Africa, indeed, 
there was the unprecedented apec- 
tucle of tho Dutch being accorded 
complete self-government, and 
with it full authority over their 
British fellow-citizens, within a 
decade of their defeat in the Boer 
War. During the carly years of 
tutelage, when the scattered 
settlers in Canada or Australian 
were learning or acquiring the 
arts of self-government, Britain 
may be said in the fullest Benge 
to have been acting os their 
trustee, And India is only one of 
several other nations within the 
Empire which stands upon the 
threabold of. full self-government. 

The customary assoclations of 
the word “imperialism” do less 
than justice to a world  societ: 
which has done so much for civil 
sation. But the word imperialism 
did not acquire its present, on the 
whole sinister, significance, until 
the 1889's. Before then, during 
the centuries when-the British was 
in effect the only Empire, it had 
meant merely “the rule of Caesar.” 
But about 1880 the new Germany, 
of Bismark, blood and iron, set 
herself with characteristic cold 
deliberation to manufacture an

African dependencies, ropresents 
yot another principlo of which 
the world has need. For it is tho 
only League of Nations which has 
ever worked. Not onl: has it 
banished war from within ita own 
boundaries, which cdmprohond a 
third of the world; when Gormany 
attacked Potand In 1939, the un- 
covenanted Dominions of the 
British Empire sprang to arms. 
May it not be that this world 
community, which has survived -so 
Tong, and ovolyed sq far, will yot 
render the world a supremo sor- 
vice, and . become the pattern of 
the world commonwealth to bet 
And perhaps not only the pattern, 
but the nucleus, to which  like- 
minded nations will in due course 
adhere? Ag” a” distinguished 
Spanish historian, Professor de 
adariaga wrote of Britain: 

“Not in vain docs she control 
the lion’s share of the world... . 
Not in vain is it assumed every- 
where, even where It is not said, 
even where it is not liked, that 
the main responsibility is hors, 
In the beginning wos the Word. 
The world must have a solemn, 
clear, almple word from Great 
Britain. The nations of the King’s 
Pence. the Fatherland of  self- 
government, must say to the world 
‘I believe in the World Common- 
wealth’.” 

And it may well be that the 
island from which the world learnt 
the art of freedom will yct teach 
it tha art of unity.

Despite the obvious delicacy of 
making long-term arrangements 
for Palestine at the moment St is 
confirmed here that an agreement 
in likely to be signed by the Pales- 
tino - High Commissioner within 
the next fow weeks giving a United 
States company fine Ameriean 
Trans-Arabian Pipcline Company) 
tho right of way tor the new 1,200 
milo pipeline from Chohran, on 
the Persinn Gulf (opposite Bohroin 
island) to a terminal on tho Pales- 
tine const, which {s oxpeeted to be 
near Hoifa, though the exact 
location in not yet fixed. 

It is reHably understood that an 
agreement In principle hns already 
been reached and no hitch {a ex- 
pected on final detaila which oro 
now being negotlated. 

The right of way would be for 
seven years on aimilar lines to the 
Iraq Petroleum Company's. 

The company is a joint sub- 
sidiary of the Texas Compauy and 
the Standard Oil of California. 
The pipeline would be xreatly 
shorter than tanker voyagy from 
the Persinn Gulf to Europe and 
save Suez Canal dues. 

The pipeline agreement would 
implement tho recent Anrlo- 
American ofl pact for “equal 
access” in the Middle Enst and 
elsewhere. 

Regarding the crucial auestion 
of currency wherein Middle Eas- 
tern ofl shall be sold the principal 
United States negotintor anyr 
“Britain will have equal rights 
with others for buying oll in any 
currency.” He adds that London 
authorities confirm the conversa- 
tion with the British Government 
proceeded with the greutest under- 
standing and friendliness with a 
view to mutual benefit and a satia- 
factory conclusion {ts likely on all 
pointe.
